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the  air.  The  physical  change  is  the 
polymerization  of  the  oxidized  linseed 
oil  into  a  colloidal  solution.  In  the 
manufacture  of  printer’s  ink  linseed 
oil  is  cooked  in  closed  kettles,  in  a 
carbon-dioxide  atmosphere,  between 
four  and  twenty-five  hours,  or  more,  at 
a  temperature  of  approximately  450 
degrees  F.,  according  to  the  consistency 
wanted.  By  doing  this,  the  oil  thickens 
and  starts  to  polymerize,  which  means 
that  molecules  join  closely  to  form  a 
molecular  unit.  A  varnish  made  this 
way,  ground  with  a  color  to  make  a 
printing  ink.  and  transferred  to  paper, 
starts  at  once  to  take  up  oxygen.  As  the 
printing  ink  dries,  it  develops  a  strong 
film,  and  combines  with  the  surface  on 
which  it  has  been  printed,  to  a  non¬ 
rubbing.  dry  substance.  The  drying 
process  varies  with  the  variety  of  mate¬ 
rial  upon  which  the  printing  is  to  be 
done.  If,  at  the  beginning  of  the  dry¬ 
ing  process,  we  would  place  such  a 
material  under  a  microscope,  we  would 
find  spots  which  will  disappear  com¬ 
pletely  as  soon  as  the  drying  process 
is  over.  Under  the  influence  of  light, 
these  spots  disappear  more  quickly, 
which  means  that  light  as  well  as  air 
promotes  faster  drying.  The  above  ex¬ 
plained  drying  process  of  linseed  oil 
can  be  further  speeded  up  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  certain  auxiliaries.  It  has  been 
known  for  many  years  that  certain 
metals,  such  as  lead  manganese,  cobalt, 
etc.,  when  chemically  combined  with 
one  another,  or  with  other  substances, 
will  greatly  facilitate  the  drying  of  lin¬ 
seed  oil.  and  these  combinations  are 
technically  called  positive  catalysts. 
To  hasten  the  possibility  of  transfer¬ 
ring  oxygen  from  the  air  to  the  linseed 
oil,  we  use  resin  acid,  or  fatty  acid 
combinations  of  the  before  named 
metals,  and  volatile  solvents,  and  add 
these  liquid  driers  to  the  printing  ink, 
The  effect  of  such  driers  is  double. 
First,  the  solvent  vaporizes,  and  second 
ly  the  finely  distributed  metal  com 
binations  transfer  additional  oxygen

Liquid  driers  often  have  disadvanti*  t 
and  it  is  a  fact  that  in  the  la^gf 
years,  paste  driers  have  been  used  b 
their  place.  Paste  driers  are  easiei  b 
handle,  and  do  not  show  disadvanto-i 
such  as  liquid  driers  have.  SomeS 
driers,  of  course,  are  not  suitable,  espe 
daily  those  containing  water-soluble 
or  sour  salts,  because  these  act  against 
zinc  plates,  and  destroy  halftones,  but. 
all  up  to  date  printing  ink  manufac¬ 
turers  carry  paste  driers,  which  meet 
with  the  requirements  of  a  modem 
printing  house,  in  every  respect.  These 
so-called  metal  driers  are  positive 
catalysts,  which  means  that  they  are 
beneficial  to  the  drying  process.  Cata 
lysts  of  negative  nature,  hinder  the 
drying  process,  and  are  commonly 
known  as  Anti-Driers.  Especially  are 
such  anti-driers  used  to  prevent  the  ink 
from  drying  on  the  rollers.  Usually  be¬ 
fore  each  long  press  delay,  a  little  anti¬ 
drier  is  spread  into  the  rollers,  the  press 
is  operated  for  a  few  seconds,  and  then 
the  ink  will  not  dry.  When  the  printer 
is  ready  to  resume  his  work,  he  runs  a 
few  waste  sheets,  and  then  continues. 
This  makes  daily  wash-ups  unneces¬ 
sary.  Most  printers  will  know  that  a 
satisfactorily  drying  ink  sometimes  will 
not  dry,  and  apparently  the  same  paper 
is  used.  Many  tests  have  been  made 
by  the  ink  manufacturers  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  paper  houses,  but  a  satis¬ 
factory  solution  of  the  cause  of  this 
variation  of  drying  has  not  been  found. 
Tests  made,  however,  showed  that  the 
paper  used  from  a  certain  paper  mill 
alw'ays  gave  the  same  results,  whereas, 
the  paper  from  another  paper  mill

showed  a  variation  which  resulted  in  a 
slower  drying  of  the  ink.  These  tests 
are  sure  signs  that  the  drying  of  an  ink 
varies,  depending  on  the  raw  materials 
used  in  the  paper,  and  further  tests 
showed  that  a  paper  which  is  more 
bleached  than  another,  gives  a  bett% 
opportunity  for  the  ink  to  dry.  If  ih#

that  this  occurrence  would  diminish. 

2.  Penetrating  Inks 

The  penetrating  ink  drying  process 
is,  in  reality,  not  a  drying  process  at 
all.  The  ink  is  absorbed,  immediately 
after  the  printing,  by  the  pores  of  the 
fibre,  or  more  exactly,  by  the  pores  of 
the  filling  substance,  whereas,  after  a 
length  of  time,  the  ink  appears  to  be 
drying.  The  penetrating  process,  there¬ 
fore,  takes  the  part  of  the  drying  event, 
which  is  enriched  up  to  100%  by 
printing  on  newspaper.  Newspaper 
inks  do  not  dry  in  the  sense  of  the 
word  but  drying  takes  place  in  the  form 
of  the  fast  penetration.  Printing  inks 
which  are  made  especially  for  penetrat¬ 
ing  purposes  never  will  dry  by  adding 
driers.  To  make  newspaper  inks  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  better  drying,  a  special  ve¬ 
hicle  must  be  added,  according  to  the 
speed  of  the  press,  and  the  depth  of 
penetration.  The  addition  of  any  drier 
whatsoever  is  absolutely  useless.  Pene¬ 
trating  inks  are  not,  of  course,  exclu¬ 
sively  used  for  newspaper ;  and  it  would 
be  going  too  far  to  explain  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  the  various  inks,  as  this  article 
regards  only  the  preliminary  question, 
“Does  Printer’s  Ink  Dry?”  The  pene¬ 
tration  of  printer’s  ink  plays  a  very  im¬ 
portant  part  in  connection  with  the  dry¬ 
ing,  as  in  many  cases  the  penetration  is 
an  advantage,  and  in  other  cases  a  dis¬ 
advantage.  In  many  other  cases,  the 
varnish  will  penetrate  into  the  stock, 
not  being  able  to  dry,  and  the  balance 
of  the  pigment  lays  on  top,  which  also 
cannot  dry  because  it  hasn’t  enough 
binding  material  to  dry.  Commonly  then 
it  is  said  that  the  ink  is  “chalking.” 

3,  Printing  inks  Made  with  Highly 
Volatile  Solvents 

These  inks  are  used  for  rotogravure, 
aniline  dye  printing,  and  steel-die  en¬ 
graving  work.  They  consist  of  various 
combinations  of  color-giving  sub¬ 
stances,  dissolved  in  alcohol,  xylol,  and 


other  volatile  solvents.  The  inks  dn 
analogously  to  the  principles  of  thewU 
in  which  water  evaporates.  Sucb  inJ 
brought  into  contact  with  the  pap^ 
leave  the  color-giving  substance  with 
the  binding  materials,  in  a  dry 

As  a  summary,  it  is  concluded  tliat 
the  drying  of  printer’s  ink  does  not  (k 
pend  just  on  the  drying  power  of  the 
ink  itself,  but  on  the  various  circuo- 
stances  about  which  the  manufacturer 
cannot  always  know.  The  drying  ptoc- 
ess  is  a  variety  of  complicated  actions, 
depending  on  drying  power,  materiils, 
paper,  printing  form,  printing  maclnne, 
light,  air,  heat,  dampness,  etc.  Conad- 
ering  this,  it  is  easy  to  make  a  mistake, 
with  the  result  that  the  ink  does  not 
dry.  Printers  often  have  the  impression 
that  if  the  ink  does  not  dry,  the  fault 
lies  with  the  ink  itself,  and  with  the  ink 
maker.  This  impression  is  wrong.  All 
the  circumstances  with  which  printing 
has  to  do,  should  not  be  forgotten,  whoi 
an  ink  is  used,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
when  the  printer,  paper  manufacturer, 
engraver,  machine  manufacturer,  and 
ink  maker  work  hand  in  hand,  the  trou¬ 
ble  in  using  printer’s  ink  will  be  elimi¬ 
nated  entirely.

tify  the  use  of  electrotypes  at  first,  we  * 
would  suggest  that  such  forms  as  can  be 
machine-set  be  held  standing  at  least  until 
you  receive  a  re-order.  Frequently  new 
forms  have  to  be  tried  out  before  they  are 
perfected,  and  changes  made  when  thej 
come  up  for  reprint.  However,  if  the  runs 
are  long  ones,  and  the  forms  have  been 
tried  out  and  found  to  be  of  a  permanent 
nature,  then  it  will  be  well  to  consider  elec¬ 
trotyping.  If  there  is  much  rulework  m- 
volved,  you  may  even  find  it  preferable  to 
have  nickel-types  made,  as  they  will  stand 
considerably  more  handling  and  wear  than 
the  usual  copper-faced  electro.  Another  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  electro  over  type  forms  is 
that  it  can  be  stored  and  locked  for  the 
press  quicker  than  type.  If  your  forms  call 
for  intricate  rule-work,  you  will  even  find 
that  in  many  cases  it  is  more  economical  to 
have  the  forms  wax-ruled  or  wax-engraved 
at  the  beginning — being  careful  of  course 
that  spacing  and  wording  is  exactly  right  to 
begin  with,-  so  that  no  alterations  will  be 
necessary.  We  realize  that  there  is  no  elec¬ 
trotype  foundry  in  your  vicinity,  but  you 
can  send  type  forms  to  your  nearest  foun¬ 
dry,  and  copy  for  having  rule  forms  wax- 
engraved  or  ruled  will  eliminate  more  than 
half  the  freight  or  express  charges.  There 
may  be  other  forms  which  you  will  find  b^ 
to  have  a  photoengraver  handle — sending 
him  copy  to  be  made  into  zinc  or  copper 
etchings — as  copy  frequently  comes  to  the 
printer  in  the  form  of  reprints  which  can 
be  reproduced  much  cheaper  by  the  engraver 
than  by  setting  in  type.  We  are  convinced 
that  the  printer  does  not  call  on  the  elec¬ 
trotyper  and  engraver  as  frequently  as  he 
should.

A  We  would  say  that  even  with  the  types 
•  you  have  used  you  have  created  enough 
eye-appeal  to  compensate  for  the  extra  work 
you  went  to.  However,  we  suggest  that  the 
heading  would  have  had  more  of  the  “tailor- 
made”  appearance  had  you  used  italic  for 
the  main  display  line.  Speaking  in  gener¬ 
alities,  we  are  heartily  in  favor  of  greater 
use  of  display  lines  set  at  angles,  for  it 
certainly  arrests  the  eye,  and  that  is  one 
of  the  functions  of  advertising.  Occasion¬ 
ally,  you  will  find  more  display-value  can 
be  gotten  in  the  same  advertising  space  by 
tilting  an  entire  ad.  Where  a  rectangular 
body  of  type  is  to  be  tilted,  it  is  easy  to  saw 
wooden  blocks  to  fit  around,  especially  if  it 
is  a  job  which  is  to  go  on  the  press  in  type 
form  rather  than  to  be  electrotyped.  Of 
course,  if  the  job  is  to  be  made  into  an  elec¬ 
tro,  it  can  be  mounted  on  a  block  (or  patent 
base)  at  any  desired  angle.  Where  a  line  or 
two  of  display  type  is  to  be  fitted  in  at  an 
angle  with  other  type,  especially  hand-set 
type,  it  will  most  frequently  pay  you  to  have 
electrotypes  made  of  text  matter  and  display 
type  and  have  them  mounted  together.'  See 
example  herewith.

Resins  in  Photomechanict 

The  interest  displayed  in  a  previow 
paper  on  Colloids  (This  Journal,  October 
1937,  pp.  32-36)  has  solicited  several  re 
quests  for  a  brief  resume  of  those  resinous 
bodies  given  application  in  photomechanics 
and  the  graphic  arts.  Before  dealing  with 
the  subject  it  may  be  well  to  differentiate 
between  balsams  and  resins:  confusion 
seems  to  exist  in  the  minds  of  some  regard¬ 
ing  the  nature  of  these  different  substances. 

Chemically  defined,  balsams  are  vege¬ 
table  juices  (either  liquid  or  spontaneously 
solidiffed)  consisting  of  resins  mixed  with 
gums  or  volatile  oils,  and  therefore  inter¬ 
mediate  between  a  volatile  oil  and  a  resin. 
Among  the  more  commonly  known  balsams 
are  those  of  Copaiba,  Peru  and  Tolu,  also 
Canada  balsam. 

The  latter  is  of  especial  interest  to  photo¬ 
mechanics,  not  only  as  an  ingredient  in  var¬ 
nishes,  transfer  and  etching  inks,  but  also 
as  a  cementing  medium  for  lenses,  glass 
color  filters  and  halftone  screens.  Its  value 
for  optical  purposes  is  enhanced  by  its  per¬ 
fect  transparency  (in  thin  films),  and  by 
the  possession  of  a  refractive  index  nearly 
equal  to  that  of  glass — practically  elimi¬ 
nating  reflection  and  refraction  of  light  at 
the  optical  surfaces  in  contact  with  it. 

As  distinguished  from  balsams,  resins  in¬ 
clude  any  of  the  various  organic  substances 
or  secretions  founds  in  many  species  of 
plants,  consisting  chiefly  of  oxidized  hydro¬ 
carbons,  and  freely  soluble  in  alcohol,  ether 
and  volatile  oils. 

True  or  natural  resins  are  distinguish^ 
from  gums  in  that  they  are  all  insoluble  in 
water,  free  from  odor  or  taste,  forming  com¬ 
pact  masses,  and  composed  of  certain 
esters,  resin  acids  and  resenes.  They  usu¬ 
ally  are  yellowish  to  brown  in  color,  with  a 
vitreous  fracture ;  they  soften  or  melt  at  a 
moderate  heat,  hut  burn  with  a  smoky  flaitif 
at  higher  temperatures. 

Resins  are^  hard  or  soft  according  to  the 
amount  of  oil  they  contain  and  the  length 
of  time  they  have  been  exposed  to  air. 
Hard  resins  contain,  ^  little  or  no  volatile 
oil,  whereas  soft  resins  owe  their  greater 
plasticity  to  the  volatile  oil  associated  with 
them.

Amber 


A  mineralized  fossil  mixture  of  oxy. 
genized  resinous  bodies  (approximately 
C40HG4O4)  of  yellowish  or  brown  color  I 
the  product  of  extinct  coniferous  trees  of  ' 
the  oligocene  period.  It  is  a  hard,  brittle  I 
substance,  usually  translucent,  exhaling  a  1 
peculiar,  aromatic  odor  when  heated.  Found  i 
in  certain  sections  of  Europe,  America  and 
Australia,  but  exists  in  greatest  quantities 
in  East  Prussia,  mostly  on  the  shores  of 
the  Baltic  Sea. 

Amber  was  known  to  the  ancients,  who 
assigned  it  supposed,  medicinal  values  which 
have  since  been  disproven,  though  cred¬ 
ulous  moderns  still  wear  amber  necklaces 
to  ward  off  goitre  as  well  an  infantile  ail¬ 
ments.  A  remarkable  property  of  amber  is 
its  tendency  to  become  negatively  electri¬ 
fied  by  friction,  a  fact  discovered  in  ancient  i 
Greece — the  word  electricity  is  derived  ’ 
from  the  old  Greek  name  for  amber,  ! 
electrum. 


Amber  is  only  very  slightly  soluble  in 
any  of  the  common  solvents  for  resins,  ne¬ 
cessitating  preliminary  fusion  by  heat  as  an 
aid  towards  greater  solubility  in  these 
menstruums.  It  has  been  employed  as  an 
ingredient  in  photographic  negative  var¬ 
nishes,  as  well  as  in  varnishes  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  printing  inks  for  de  luxe  color 
illustrations. 

Anime 


A  kind  of  soft  copal  or  resin  obtained  in 
a  semi-fossilized  state  from  Zanzibar,  where 
it  is  found  at  a  depth  of  from  1 to  3  feet. 
The  term  is  also  applied  to  the  produce  of  a 
tropical  American  tree,  Hymenoea  Cour- 
haril,  known  as  the  locust  tree  in  the  West 
Indies. 

In  company  with  all  copals,  anime  is 
practically  insoluble  iii  the  usual  resin 
solvents ;  by  heating,  it  melts  and  loses 
from  15  to  20  per  cent  of  its  weight  through 
the  emission  of  gases,  after  which  greater 
solubility  is  attained  in  ether,  alcohol,  or 
oil  of  turpentine.  The  product  is  inodorous 
and  tasteless,  occurring  in  brownish-yellow, 
or  colorless  pieces  of  irregular  shape,  which 
slowly  bleach  out  when  exposed  to  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  light.  _  , 

The  chief  use  of  anime  is  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  certain  varnishes  which  are  some¬ 
times  employed  in  the  production  of  high 
grade  color  printing  inks.

OWhen  running  certain  jobs  with  ruled  ^ 

•  borders  we  have  trouble  with  wrinklei 
This  prevails  even  on  card  board,  especially 
when  there  is  considerable  open  space  1 
tween  the  border  and  the  type  inside  and  I 
when  the  border  comes  quite  close  to  the  j 
edge.  How  can  we  remedy  this?  |

A  The  condition  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
■^•the  air  cannot  get  out  between  the 
space  extending  from  type  to  border  hence 
the  sheet  cannot  lie  flat  and  must  wrinkle. 
Set  brush  and  bands  as  tightly  as  possible 
without  marking  the  sheet.  If  this  does  not  i 
eliminate  the  wrinkle  paste  a  strip  of  card 
board  (about  3  ply),  in  the  open  space  be¬ 
tween  the  type  and  the  border.  Blace  this 
directly  under  the  top  sheet.  It  is  som^ 
times  necessary  also  to  paste  an  extra  strip 
on  the  outside  of  the  border,  especially  at 
the  bottom  of  the  sheet.  Make  ready  with 
as  light  an  impression  as  you  can  print 
with.  Lower  feed  board  as  far  as  you  can 
and  still  pass  the  sheet.  Also  do  not  take 
more  than  a  pica  gripper  bite  and  keep 
grippers  away  from  outside  edges  of  sheet. 

The  above  methods  will  generally  enable 
you  to  run  the  most  difficult  border  jobs 
without  trouble. 

Keeping  *‘Life**  in  Rollers 

OWe  are  having  a  great  deal  of  trouble 
•  with  our  rollers  going  “dead”  after  a 
very  short  time  in  use,  which  condition 
makes  it  almost  impossible  for  us  to  turn 
out  satisfactory  work  on  either  black  or 
process  halftones.  Can  this  condition  be 
corrected  and  if  so,  how?

A  A  “dead”  roller  is  of  very  little  value 
to  a  pressman  except  perhaps  as  a  dis¬ 
tributing  roller.  Form  rollers  should  have 
both  tack  and  resiliency  to  be  of  value  in 
the  production  of  fine  halftone  work  whether 
in  black  or  process  color.  The  question  ol 
maintaining  rollers  in  good  working  condi¬ 
tion  is  largely  one  of  proper  care,  as  much 
so  when  not  in  use  as  when  they  are  in  use. 
Certain  factors  enter  into  the^  matter  ol 
keeping  rollers  in  good  condition.  These 
are  set  forth  in  the  order  of  their  impor¬ 
tance.  The  first  relates  to  the  original  con¬ 
dition  of  the  new  roller  and  depends  upon 
the  amount  and  quality  of  the  new  mate-

It  pays  to  b 
all  new  composition  when  having  rollw 
cast.  Next,  rollers  should  be  properly  sea^ 
soiled  before  being  used.  Then  comes  the 
matter  of  washup.  Rollers  should  never  be 
washed  up  with  benzine  as  benzine  is  a 
detergent  and  will  quickly  deaden  a  roller 
no  matter  how  good  the  original  composi! 
tion.  The  rapid  shrinking  of  the  roller 
when  washed  with  benzine  causes  the  face 
of  the  roller  to  harden,  wrinkle  and  crack 
Benzine  also  affects  the  feeder  who  may  use 
it  when  washing  his  hands  for  it  may  cause 
the  nails  on  his  fingers  to  crack  because 
the  continued  use  of  benzine  makes  the 
nails  brittle.  Benzine  should  have  no  place 
in  a  print  shop  as  it  is  a  general  nuisance 
besides  being  a  fire  hazard.  Rollers  should 
be  washed  with  kerosene,  or  some  good 
roller  wash,  of  which  there  are  several  on 
the  market.  Red  ink,  particularly  process 
reds  tend  to  kill  the  life  in  a  roller  because 
of  the  acids  in  the  ink.  When  rollers  are 
washed  up  at  night  they  should  be  given 
a  light  coat  of  machine  oil  which  will  keep 
the  air  off  them.  This  takes  but  a  minute 
or  two  and  can  be  washed  off  in  the  same 
time  the  following  morning  if  the  press  is 
to  run.  When  rollers  are  not  in  use  for  any 
length  of  time  they  should  be  kept  covered 
with  machine  oil.  The  above  recommenda¬ 
tion  will  take  very  little  time  to  carry  out 
and  will  make  a  big  difference  in  the  life 
and  general  condition  of  your  rollers. 


Run  Black  First?

OIs  it  possible  to  get  good  results  on  a 
•  four  color  process  job  if  the  black  is 
run  first?  We  have  a  job  which  we  run 
each  month  and  the  black  is  the  key  color 
and  also  carries  type.  Have  been  running 
try  sheets  to  which  we  registered  the  yel¬ 
low.  We  then  run  the  yellow  and  follow  up 
with  the  red  and  blue,  finishing  with  the 
black.  It  would  simplify  matters  for  us 
if  we  could  safely  run  the  black  first.

i.  Paper  Making  an  Art 

“Paper  making  is  an  art— not  an  exact 
science,”  said  the  late  Alvah  Crocker,  well 
known  paper  maker  of  Fitchburg,  Mass’ 
In  common  with  other  arts  it  requires  some 
cultivation  to  be  appreciated.  One  must 
have  observed  and  compared  different  pa- 
pers  for  a  long  time,  just  as  one  must  studv 
type  faces  before  the  differences  betweeii 
them  become  at  all  striking,. 

Perhaps  the  first  thing  to  impress  the  be¬ 
ginner  is  thickness  and  color.  Possibly  we 
should  say  “shade,”  for  most  papers  are 
white,  but  there,  are  countless  different  de¬ 
grees  of  whiteness  and  brightness.  It  is 
impossible  to  express  them  in  words  and  it 
requires  precision  instruments  to  measure 
them  in  degrees. 

It  is  no  great  art  to  control  thickness, 
although  it  is  an  art  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  this  or  other  respects,  and  to  the  mod¬ 
ern  printer  uniformity  is  about  the  most 
helpful  characteristic  any  paper  can  possess. 
Some  paper  makers  have  earned  better  rep¬ 
utations  for  uniformity  than  others.  In 
this  respect  we  can  say  they  are  greater 
“artists.” 
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It  is  the  same  with  printers.  One  press¬ 
man  will  hold  his  color  more  uniform  than 
another,  or  make  ready  his  forms  mth 
greater  skill,  if  only  allowed  sufficient  time 
and  supplied  with  proper  tools  and  ma¬ 
terials.  Only  when  the  “art”  of  paper  mak¬ 
ing  and  the  “art”  of  printing  are  unhurried, 
can  the  highest  qualities  of  each  be  reflected 
in  the  finished  product.  •  When  they  are, 
printing  is  justly  entitled  to  be  called  an 
“art.”  For  “art”  is  skill.  “It  is  the  delib¬ 
erate  skill  of  men  used  in  the  making  oi 
things,  and  good  art  is  the  well  making  ol 
what  needs  making.” 

In  ancient  days  the  artisan  provided  his 
own  tools  and  materials.  He  learned  direct 
from  his  client  the  purpose  of  each  job.  H« 
designed  the  job  to  satisfy  the  purpose.  To¬ 
day  the  artisans,^  (compositors  and  press¬ 
men)  receive  a  job  ticket  prescribing  tie 
specifications,  and  are  left  to  do  the  best 
they  can  with  tools,  materials,  and  ofto 
:  layouts,  over  which  they  have  absolutdj 
'■  no  determination.  Their  role  as  “artists"  is 
'  limited  to  doing  their  best  with  the  type 
I  paper,  ink,  and  presses  provided.  Thu 
i  often  handicaps  the  skilled  craftsman  unless

The  sarne  condition  prevails  in  modem 
paper  making.  The  product  has  to  be 
with  materials  and  tools  provided  by 
management,  at  a  rate  of  speed  necessitew 
by  competition.  High  speed  in  paper 
ing  IS  an  obstacle  to  perfection  which  ^ 
not  be  denied.  It  affects  the  position  of 
the  fibers  in  the  web  of  paper,  increasimr 
the  natural  tendency  for  them  to  lie  paraM 
Thus  the  papers  which  have  to  be  made  on 
fast-running  machines  have  a  more  distinct 
grain.  The  difference  in  strength  “with  the 
grain”  as  compared  to  “across  the  grain,”  h 
much  more  pronounced.  The  formation  of 
the  sheet  is  apt  to  be  less  uniform.  Every¬ 
thing  happens  so  fast  that  it  is  harder  to 
control  normal  variations.  Consequently 
“art.”  is  a  distinctly  relative  term  as  ap¬ 
plied  to  most  modern  paper  making.  It  is 
truly  wonderful  how  well  paper  is  made  at 
speeds  which  would  have  been  considered 
impossible  fifty  years  ago. 


The  finest  art  in  modem  machine-made 
papers  is  evidenced  in  the  rag  content 
grades.  Perhaps  one  reason  for  this  is  that 
rag  stock  is  slower  to  part  with  water  than 
wood  pulp.  Therefore  the  machines  cannot 
be  run  so  fast.  This  gives  more  time  for 
the  fibers  to  take  up  their  positions  in  the 
forming  web.  The  shaking  motion  at  the 
beginning  of  the  process  has  a  greater  teni 
ency  to  cross  the  fibers  after  the  manner  ol 
the  ancient  hand  process.  The  machines 
used  are  not  so  wide,  and  the  mechanical 
difficulties  of  pressing  the  paper,  or  calen¬ 
dering  it  uniformly  clear  across  the  web  are 
less.  The  resulting  texture  and  finish  has 
a  superiority  that  any  one  familiar  with 
paper  can  recognize. 

It  must  be  granted  that  no  machine  can 
produce  paper  which  has  the  charm  or  in¬ 
dividuality  of  handmade  sheets,  but  the 
slow-made  rag  content  papers  certainly 
come  nearer  to  having  the  subtle  charm  oi 
handmade  paper  than  any  other.  When  dur¬ 
ability  and  permanence  are  important  speci¬ 
fications,  papers  containing  50  per  cent  or 
more  of  new  rag  stock  are  unquestionably 
accepted  as  the  best.  But  it  cannot  be  de 
nied  any  longer  that,  thanks  to  modem 
chemistry  and  technical  control,  the  qual¬ 
ity  and  purity  of  the  highest  grades  oi 
sulphite  pulp  make  them  suitable  for  semi¬ 
permanent  purposes.  If  the  handling  or  use 
for  w'hich  they  are  intended  is  not  too  rig¬ 
orous,  they  may  be  considered  satisfactory 
so  far  as  purity  is  concerned.  We  cannot 
say  that  such  papers  would  not  endure  as 
long  without  handling  as  rag  Content  pap«, 
but  the  physical  properties  of  the  sulphite 
fiber  do  not  withstand  repeated  folding  as 
I  well  as  rag  fiber  of  good  quality, 
i  The  most  apparent  vi.sible  differences  be 
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tween  these  two  groups  of  paper  have  to  do 
with  texture,  formation,  brightness  of  color, 
and  other  properties  which  give  us  human 
beings  sense  reactions,  inere  is  the  same 
sort  of  suitability  in  the  choice  of  good 
grades  of  rag  content  bond,  for  example, 
that  exist  in  the  choice  of  clothing.  Eti¬ 
quette  prescribes  broadcloth  and  silks  for 
certain  occasions,  and  flannels  or  duck  for 
others.  Pride  of  possession  persuades  folks 
to  buy  Packards  or  Rolls  cars  when  Fords 
or  Plymouths  would  transport  them  just  as 
fast.  In  all  social  contacts  there  is  a  cor¬ 
rect  way  to  dress  or  to  travel  in  order  to 
create  the  desired  impression.  This  should 
not  be  ostentatious,  for  that  is  bad  taste — 
but  it  does  demand  refinement  and  deport¬ 
ment  fitting  to  the  occasion. 

A  good  bit  of  typography  and  presswork 
can  do  much  to  disguise  a  commonplace 
piece  of  paper,  but  it  will  not  make  it 
“correct”  in  the  eyes  of  any  discriminating 
judge  of  letterheads.  This  aspect  of  paper 
is  too  often  disregarded,  we  suspect  because 
too  many  jobs  are  sold  on  a  price  basis 
rather  than  on  a  quality.  Perhaps  because 
a  buyer  suggests  some  paper  because  its 
name  is  familiar  to  him,  the  printer  elects 
to  follow  the  line  of  least  resistance  rather 
than  attempt  to  influence  the  customer  to 
buy  the  paper  he  ought  to  use. 

This  spineless  kind  of  selling  is  just  as 
bad,  whether  the  paper  the  buyer  has  in 
mind  is  too  good  for  the  job,  as  too  poor 
for  it.  It  is  the  salesman’s  opportunity  to 
display  his  professional  knowledge  and  do  a 
service  to  his  customer  that  will  gain  him 
respect.  Choosing  the  right  paper  is  almost 
as  much  an  “art”  as  making  the  paper 
right,  or  as  printing  it  skillfully.  Printers, 
of  all  people,  should  show  discrimination 
in  paper — should  learn  what  is  “good  art” 
in  paper  making  as  well  as  in  printing. 
Printers’  salesmen  should  cultivate  valid 
opinions  about  all  kinds  and  grades  of  pa¬ 
pers.  Their  job  is  to  advise  patrons — to 
give  them  the  advantage  of  their  superior 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  “art” 
of  paper  making.

W.  Wheelwright  Paper  Co.,  later  inshW 
ing  that  company  s  advertising. 

In  1914,  largely  at  his  suggestion,  the 
Paper  Makers’  Advertising  Club  vm 
formed,  and  he  served  two  years  as  pre^ 
dent,  resigning  when  leaving  the  WhH 
wright  Paper  Company  to  form  the  West 
field  River  Paper  Co.,  manufacturine 
glassine.  ^ 

In  1917  he  accepted  a  position  as  vice 
president  of  Beecher,  Peck  &  Lewis,  paper 
merchants  in  Detroit,  but  gave  this  up  to 
go  with  the  Appleton  Coated  Paper  Com¬ 
pany.  For  reasons  of  health  he  found  it 
advisable  to  take  a  long  vacation  in  June 
1919  in  New  England.  While  there,  the 
police  strike  occurred,  and  while  acting 
as  a  volunteer  "cop”  pneumonia  overcame 
him.  During  the  long  illness  and  con¬ 
valescence  he  concluded  to  remain  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  entering  the  advertising  business  with 
the  Walton  Advertising  &  Printing  Co. 

Two  years  later  he  established  his  own 
agency,  specializing  on  the  paper  and  allied 
industries,  handling  such  accounts  as  the 
District  of  Columbia  Paper  Co.,  The  Mar- 
vellum  Co.,  the  Falulah  Paper  Co.,  etc., 
which  familiarized  him  further  with  a 
variety  of  printing  papers.  This  work  con¬ 
tinued  until  1929,  when  a  combination  of 
sickness  and  the  outbreak  of  the  depression 
made  it  advisable  to  discontinue  advertising. 

The  Seaman  Paper  Co.  engaged  Wheel¬ 
wright  to  open  a  Boston  office,  but  owing 
to  their  subsequent  contraction,  all  but 
two  of  their  offices  were  discontinued, 
Wheelwright  continued  in  the  paper  indus¬ 
try,  having  been  engaged  to  take  charge 
of  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Geo.  W. 
Wheelwright  Paper  Co.  This  office  also 
was  discontinued  early  in  1933,  when  the 
control  of  the  company  passed  to  the  Mead 
Corporation. 

Fortunately  the  World’s  Fair  was  open¬ 
ing,  and  a  plan  originated  by  Wheelwright 
for  a  paper  exhibit  was  accepted,  and  gave 
him  occupation  until  he  became  Chicago 
representative  for  the  Columbian  Paper 
Company. 

But  printers  ink  still  stuck  to  his  fingers 
in  a  sense,  and  in  January,  1935  he  started 
Paper  &  Printing  Digest,  a  house  magazine 
which  has  been  syndicated  under  his  man¬ 
agement,  and  he  continues  to  edit  and  pub¬ 
lish  this  periodical  for  eight  paper  mer¬ 
chants. 

During  the  past  25  years  he  has  been  a 
prolific  contributor  to  the  leading  trade 
journals  in  printing  and  paper.  Books  by 
him  on  ^  paper  include  “How  Paper  Is 
Made,”  in  the  series  issued  by  the  Typo- 
thetae,  “From  Paper  Mill  to  Pressroom," 
published  by  Geo.  Banta  Publishing  Co., 
Menasha,  and  “Printing  Papers,”  pub¬ 
lished  last  year  by  the  University  of  Chi¬ 
cago  Press.

It’s  been  a  good  year  for  me  in  many 
ways.  Of  course  I’ve  had  my  share  of 
worry  and  care,  but  I’m  sitting  kinds 
pretty  right  now.  I’m  back  on  a  dis- 
count  basis,  got  a  little  money  in  the 
bank,  another  press  and  some  other  new 
equipment,  and  a  few  good  accounts 
that  I’m  pretty  sure  I  can  hold.  Some 
people  would  say  I  had  luck.  Maybe  1 
had  some,  but  I’m  of  the  opinion  that 
my  planning  had  a  lot  to  do  with  it. 

“You  know,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  I  sat  down  and  figured  it  out  that 
the  printing  business  is  not  only  a  craft, 
but  that  it  is  a  business,  and  that  it  can 
be  run  systematically  like  any  other 
business.

Rebinding  Problem 

OFor  quite  some  time  we  have  been  do- 
•mg  a  lot  of  rebinding  work  m  our 
bindery  and  this  work  is  necessarily  done 
very  cheap  because  of  the  consumer.  The 
one  operation  with  which  we  experience  dif¬ 
ficulty  and  which  takes  plenty  of  time  is 
the  removing  of  the  old  glue  from  the  back 
of  the  books.  At  times  we  find  that  the 
book  has  been  rebound  several  times  and 
glue  and  muslin  pasted  one  on  top  the  other 
We  have  tried  hot  water  which  takes  it  off 
after  several  scrapings  and  have  tried  a 
sanding  wheel.  This  also  cuts  it  alright,  but 
there  is  the  danger  of  cutting  the  thread 
also,  making  it  necessary  to  resew  the  book. 
What  we  are  desirous  of  finding  out  is,  ii 
there  is  some  solution  for  softening  this  glue 
so  that  it  could  be  applied  to  the  book  and 
let  stand  for  awhile  and  with  a  minimum 
amount  of  scraping  the  glue  would  come  off.

A  The  subject  matter  of  your  question  has 
been  the  basis  for  questions  from  many 
readers.  It  appears  that  most  all  rebinden 
would  like  a  better  method  of  removing  the 
lining,  super  and  glue  from  old  books.  In 
view  of  this  interest  I  have  concluded  an 
extensive  investigation  which  simmers  down 
to  the  fact  that  “crystallized  animal  glue 
is  best  dissolved  by  hot  water.”  Also  that 
any  chemical  agent  that  would  remove  the 
glue  would  also  “destroy  the  sewing  of  the 
book  as  well  as  the  folded  portions  of  the 
sections.”  These  statements  have  been  con¬ 
curred  in  by  a  number  of  outstanding  chem¬ 
ists  associated  with  large  glue  mariufactur- 
ers  and  others  not  associated  with  glue 
manufacture  in  any  way. 

As  a  solution  to  your  problem,  however, 
the  proposal  has  been  made  to  supply  a  new 
method  of  removing  lining,  super,  and  glue 
from  book  backs  which  consists  in  steam¬ 
ing  the  book  backs  and  while  the  glue  is 
in  a  softened  state  to  then  spray  a  coagu¬ 
lating  substance  of  harmless  nature  to  the 
backs.  This  will  prevent  the  glue  from 
again  “setting”  and  it  may  be  wiped  (not 
scraped)  off  over  an  extended  period.  Dem¬ 
onstrations  of  this  new  method  under  most 
conditions  that  are  met  have  proven  that  it 
will  serve  to  overcome  this  age-old  nuisance 
with  no  injury  whatever  to  the  books.  If  a 
sufficient  number  of  readers  express  interest 
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in  this  new  method,  it  will  be  described  in 
rlcteil  and  information  regarding  the  equip¬ 
ment  necessary  to  practice  it  will  be  given 
in  a  future  article. 


Gold  Edging 

0  Won’t  you  please  give  us  in  an  early 
•issue  a  detailed  description  of  the 
nroper  method  of  applying  gold  edges  to 
books,  both  to  books  that  have  no  covers 
and  to  books  that  have  been  cased  in?  (We 
understand  the  latter  are  often  gilded,  but 
do  not  see  how  the  gold  could  be  kept  off 
the  edges  of  the  covers,  nor  from  the  head- 

bands,)  ,  ,  . 

We  assure  you  that  a  complete  descrip¬ 
tion  of  this  process — a  description  that  could 
be  successfully  followed  out — ^would  be 
highly  appreciated  by  some  of  us  who  have 
foUovrad  your  helpful  discussions  from  the 
beginning.  We  also  believe  that  this  is  a 
subject  that  would  be  of  wide  interest  to 
binders  in  small  towns  generally — binders 
away  from  the  large  centers,  and  who  there¬ 
fore  pick  up  a  great  many  points  from  such 
helpful  publications  as  G.  A.  M.

A  Your  first  paragraph  requires  two  an- 
•  swers ;  the  first  as  to  gold  edging ;  the 
second,  gold  edging  on  books  that  have  been 
cased  in.  This  answer  will  relate  princi¬ 
pally  to  the  second  proposition. 

Not  liaving  had  occasion  to  place  gold 
leaf  on  books  after  casing  in,  I  have  taken 
your  question  up  with  a_  number  of  bind¬ 
ers  who  should  know  if  this  practice  is  being 
carried  on,  and  I  find  that  none  of  them  ever 
heard  of  such  procedure,  in  that  there  seems 
to  be  no  practical  purpose  in  doing  so. 

However,  I  have  learned  that  the  practice 
you  refer  to  is  being  carried  out  on  sprayed 
edges  and  this  I  suppose  you  refer  to. 
This  was  referred  to  in  the  June,  1936  issue 
of  G.  A.  M.  Sprayed  edges  of  color,  gilt, 
aluminum  or  \.hat  not  are  being  placed  on 
book  edges — both  Lcf'^re  and  after  binding. 
Why  after,  no  one  seems  to  know.  To  do 
this  the  covers  are  turned  backward  and  the 
round  is  forced  from  the  book  by  a  mask 
that  is  inserted  back  of  the  head  band.  The 
results,  however,  will  not  be  honest  to 
goodness  gold  edging  but  it  does  serve  a 
temporary  purpose.  You  will  of  course  un¬ 
derstand  that  the  clamping  device  must 
provide  for  the  turned  back  covers  and  that 
the  mask  must  be  made  to  protect  the  head 
band. 

As  to  real  gold  edging,  space  will  not 
permit  me  to  give  you  proper  instruction  in 
connection  with  it.  This  is  a  high  art  and 
to  tell  you  just  how  to  proceed  to  get  the 
hwt  results  would  require  many  columns  of 
G.  A.  M.  Therefore,  I  am  sending  you  di¬ 
rect  proper  authority  on  this  subject.  Only 
many  requests  such  as  yours  could  cause 
G.  A.  M,  to  devote  the  necessary  space  to 
this  old  and  well  known  art.

On  page  26  of  November  issue  you  say: 
"as  early  as  770  A.D.  the  Buddhist  priests 
printed  one  million  charms  which  they 
placed  in  small  wooden  pagodas  and  dis- 
Hbuted  to  the  populace." 

I  think  you  are  mistaken  in  one  particu¬ 
lar  These  were  not  distributed  to  the 
populace  but  were  distributed  to  the  Bud¬ 
dhist  temples  throughout  Japan.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  quoted  from  Japanese  records, 
the  "Shoku  Nihongi": 

"The  empress  ordered  the  production  of 
one  million  three  story  pagodas  .  .  .  With¬ 
in  these  were  to  be  placed  the  following 
charms  .  .  .  When  this  work  was  finished 
they  were  distributed  among  the  various 
temples." 

Another  record,  from  one  of  the  tem¬ 
ples:  "In  the  year  767  there  were  built  two 
small  halls  for  pagodas  on  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  the  temple  .  .  .  There  were 
made  one  million  pagodas  which  were  di¬ 
vided  among  the  following  ten  temples 
(names  of  the  temples  are  given  in  the 
original).  In  each  was  preserved  a  charm 
from  the  Muku  Jo-ko  Sutra  in  block  print." 

The  British  Museum  has  three  of  these 
charms.  Leipsic  Museum  has  one.  Mr. 
Felix  Adler  of  the  Colophon  has  one.  And 
I  have  one.  Whether  there  are  others  in 
this  country  or  not,  I  do  not  know  but  as 
far  as  I  can  learn,  there  are  no  others.  To¬ 
gether  with  its  little  pagoda  it  is  a  very 
interesting  specimen. 

I  also  have  a  section  of  the  famous 
'Tripitaka"  or  Buddhist  scriptures,  printed 
in  Fuchow,  China,  1101  A.D.  This  Trip¬ 
itaka  was  a  real  job  of  printing,  consisting 
of  over  5000  volumes  and  1 30,000  pages, 
each  page  of  course  printed  from  a  carved 
block.

Ninety  printed  pieces  submitted  by 
forty-one  firms  won  recognition  from  the 
judges  at  the  Third  Annual  Exhibition  of 
Design  and  Production  in  Printing  held  by 
New  York  Employing  Printers  Associa¬ 
tion,  Inc.,  at  the  Hotel  Astor  November  1, 
2  and  3.  Some  600  pieces  produced  during 
the  past  year,  selected  from  more  than 
2,000  specimens  submitted  by  105  printing 
firms  were  inspected  by  several  thousand 
guests,  including  representatives  of  adver¬ 
tising  agencies  and  other  large  buyers  of 
printing  who  had  been  especially  invited. 
Practically  all  processes  of  printing,  bind¬ 
ing  and  finishing  were  displayed. 

Specimens  were  entered  under  four  classi¬ 
fications — creative,  typography,  format  and 
production.  The  judges  were  George  Welp, 
advertising  manager  of  International  Print¬ 
ing  Ink  Corp.,  chairman ;  Lucian  Bernhard, 
type  designer ;  Jules  Boday,  of  McCann- 
Erickson ;  Ruf  Gonzalez,  production  de¬ 
partment,  New  York  Herald-Tribune;  and 
Fred  W.  Hoch,  printing  management  en¬ 
gineer.

“The  Practice  of  Printing** 

A  new  and  revised  edition  of  The  Prac¬ 
tice  of  Printing  by  Ralph  W.  Polk  has  just 
been  published  by  The  Manual  Arts  Press, 
Peoria.

The  careful,  thorough  work  which  is 
characteristic  of  the  author  is  shown  in  this 
revision.  About  one-third  of  the  pages  carry 
new  matter.  The  outstanding  contribution 
is  the  addition  of  a  chapter  on  photo-offset- 
lithography. 

The  scope  of  this  excellent  text  is  sug¬ 
gested  to  some  extent  by  the  title.  To  know 
what  is  good  practice  in  the  printing  trade 
is  basic.  That  is  just  what  the  author  pre¬ 
sents  in  a  clear  and  understandable  style. 
Following  a  brief  statement  of  the  history 
of  printing,  all  the  problems  incident  to  a 
finished  piece  of  work  are  covered — good 
composition  for  various  kinds  of  work, 
presswork,  inks,  art  problems  involved,  and 
so  on.
